It will be a tribute of respect to the 
memory of a man who was a popu- 
laritc among the foreigners at the fair, 
as also wus he among fellow-citizens of 
Chicngo and his fellow-Americans with 
whom he came in official contact with 
within the White city.

The Missile Supposed to Have Been

DAHvru-E, Ky., Oct Sa— Unknown 
parties attempted to assassinate George 
Jones and Richard Uobinson, two 
young Negroes, at 11 o'clock Friday

A bomb supposed to have been made 
of dyne-mite or giant powder way 
thrown through the front window of 
their room, but It exploded , just as it 
went through the window and failed 
of its purpose.

NATIONAL BANKS WIN. 



IBCBO, Pa.. Oct 30.-Judge 
Archibald, of Scranton, forwarded to 
the prothonotary of Franklin county his 
opinion in the cane of the National 
liank of Chuinbersburg vs. Wm. Gel- 
wicks ct aL The case was one Involv- 
ing the right of the state to collect 
from the national banks the four-mill 
tax which it imposes on securities 
for money at interest whether held 
by individuals or corporations, state or 
national. Up to 1801 no attempt was 
made by the state to collect this tax 
from the national banks, but in that 
year the revenue law was bo amended as 
to subject these banks to the tax. The 
assessor here, W. L. Uel wicks, accord- 
ingly demanded of the National bunk 
of Cbambcrsburg a statement of the se- 
curities held by it In order to assess the 
tax. The bank, on the ground that 
such state taxation was ille- 
gal, tiled a bill to restrain 
IU assessment Judge Stewart granted 
a preliminary injunction against 
the assessment, and after the defend- 
ants had answered the bill, tho case 
was argued before Judge Archibald, 
who now makes the Injunction perpet- 
ual, holding the tax to be illegal. The 
judge holds that the national banks 
are agencies of the national govern- 
ment, and thnt as congress has allowed 
them to be taxed by the states only in 
two particulars (on their real estate 
and shares), a tax upon their personal 
property is beyond the state's power.
